overthrov of governments ia Chima; end (5) pewbers of antielommunist ree
liglous groups, particulerly the ¥oslems of ths morthwest,

Bvidence frem various areas is China supnorts two conclusions with
respaat to the guorrilis situatiens (1) Unsil mid=1950 guerrillaa constie
tuted & prodlem of the first mignitude for the Falepiing regine; and (2)
Coxmnis$ claims of considerabls success in supprassing the guarrilias

By their own adwissien, aerrills setivities presented Chinese
Communist loaders with a wajor problem during the first Yenyr of the Fel-p'in:
regima, Although no firm figures exist for gusrriila forcee in nid=19:0,
Pei-p'ing has providesd a munber of indications of their magnitude, ineluding
$he sdaission by Chalrman Hee Tse-tung in June 1950, thet thnere were ever
400 Shousand Mandits still o be amninllsted,

Ssechwanese priscners of war, recenily interrogated in Tores, report
Shat gusrrilla activitiss vere wiisspread tharougheut their nrovines before
Yhe *Lideration® and daring 1ts sarly perlod. Among the major activities
sngaged 1n by the guerrillas were smigeling, particularly opium, sod dige
raption of transportation agcomplisbed more or less at will, For a time
sfter the liberstion guerrillss were ables to impede the sonsolidation of
Commnist contrel in Szechwan by killing Communist officlele and robbing
governwent grancries., In Swangsi, ani other traditionally bandit ridden
areas, much the same aituationm obtalned, Xx~guerrills leaders report that
guorrillas were able %0 roam practicnlly at will threughout large sreas of
Kwangsi. Thoy mulntelinsd themselves either by taxing the village veople or
by robbing government grunaries, In sentral Zvangsi, im July sand sugnst of
1060, discldent lesders were abls to arouse the sountryside sucsessfully
%o riss against the Coumunist eérain tax oollectors and forcs the conf i e
meat of Commniut osdres to0 the clities. The gusrrillse were sdle to mtiack
supply trains woving both by rall and romd; Iin Po-ch'es in 2 report atated
that ip Southwest Chine alone ever 2 thousand working nersonnel rad been
slaughtered b "Lundits,*

3ince nid=1950, however, Commnist authorities have engeged in s
vigorous bandit suppression canpalgn, vhich bas sehieved eonspicaous
wagcess in liguidating guerriilas eor frastrating their nctivities,

In the twe provinces of Szechean and Xwangsl, on which informmtion
pertalning to guerrilla nctivities ix most abundent, bandit suppreasion
kas folloved  very definite pattern, In Ssechwan, Commnist afforts at
sentrol began in the spring of 1950, and By lecember 1950 the provines
was relatively qulescent, The campaign In Zwengsi begsn in October 1960,
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and by the summer of 1351 ihere wers only o fzvw seattered anekatr left.
Ex-guersriila leziers from contral Xwangsl reported that begineing in
Dsother 1950, the Cemmunist troops employed taotics tnown 2s the "grest
smeirclienent,” in which the guorrills foress were sarrounied snd foreed
eithar to sterve or T1p0t thelr woy out sl tre cogt of hesvy cngusltiss.
In otrer perts of Kpangel snd In Szechwsp guerrl 1lss have beenm drivea
into emota srsss whers they cannot reerult new nepbers enf wvhere they
csn barely mointaln themselves. After the gaarrilla rtrength hel leen
wrolen in 2z aren and the necnle were mo longer shiclded from the dfreet
imaset of Domgunist pover, farmers? sgroctistlizsng snd allitin werve forned
to econtrol the couniryside.

while semelly detsiled informetiom is not availsble for cther guer-
rills mress the success of the Commnisis iy these two *mngh hesvily in-
fegted bandit nreme® atrongly suggeste the geperal gucccss 07 the Drofren,
There are falrly well substuntimted revorte from Sinzisng of the csxplure
and execution of the teoding guerrills leaders, fieman Bator and Janimthan
and the escape of Tolbars with the subsequent dlppersal of thelr forces.

migukop of fenersl Trerg Tal-sin, Fatlonsllsh lep er tn cherge of sainland

Keports fromihe guarrilla leaders trompelyns vould indicate that,
all told, theee nns hasn a deglita. of 2t lewet 20 zergsnt in gasrrills
forces, The Comwinists huvo wmde vary mabetantial cleise af Panddd
asnthilation snd, =1lowing for the uenrl epagrarailon, tharc asauc renson
to accept thelr general clalus, AYthoush the mwsder af Twerrillss Tt L.
fae in Chims ls possibly still in the bindreds af thensanis, wanotse OF
the organization of anti-Covmanlst forces, fnterdtation from villages,
and problems af fand and amwapliion semolies, they cun no longer e O
sidered = serimes monace to the re .
